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INTRODUCTION. 


Compared  with  previous  years  the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  1901  was  good,  and  the  death  rate,  16-0  per  1,000  per  annum, 
was  the  lowest  recorded  for  the  last  twenty-seven  years.  The  average 
death  rate  for  the  preceding  five  years  was  19-2  per  1,000  per  annum, 
and  the  low  death  rate  for  the  year  under  notice  was  chiefly  due  to 
the  diminished  mortality  amongst  old  people,  and  children  under  five 
years  of  age.  Owing  to  the  usual  high  mortality  amongst  infants  and 
old  people,  such  a low  death  rate  is  not  likely  to  continue ; indeed  an 
average  death  rate  of  18'0  per  1,000  would  be  satisfactory  for  Beverley 
at  the  present  time,  and  for  some  years  to  come. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year,  27'3  per  1,000,  was  also  low;  the 
average  for  the  preceding  six  years  being  about  32-2  per  1000.  The 
birth  rate  for  all  England  is  about  29-0  per  1,000. 

Summer  Diarrhoea,  Inanition,  and  Premature  Birth  formed  67 
per  cent,  of  the  total  infantile  mortality  under  one  year  of  age  ; the 
number  of  deaths  from  Premature  Birth  being  double  the  average  of 
previous  years.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  during  the  five 
years  from  1892  to  1896  was  72,  and  from  1897  to  1901  inclusive  was 
lO,  being  a very  slight  diminution  during  the  last  five  years  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  this  disease ; however,  the  small  decrease  in 
the  mortality  is  more  real  than  apparent,  as  diseases  such  as  Gastro- 
Enteritis,  Dentition  and  Diarrhoea,  Debility  and  Diarrhoea,  are  now 
included  under  the  heading  Diarrhoea,  w'hereas  in  former  years  they 
were  placed  under  their  respective  headings. 

Typhoid  Fever  generally  prevails  in  the  Borough  during  hot  and 
dry  seasons,  and  the  year  1901  was  no  exception  to  this  rule,  and 
although  26  cases  were  notified  not  a single  case  of  death  occurred. 
In  1898  and  1895,  when  29  and  22  cases  respectively  were  notified, 
5 deaths  took  place  in  each  of  these  years.  The  number  of  deaths 
from  this  disease  during  the  five  years  from  1897  to  1901  inclusive 
was  10,  as  compared  with  23  for  the  five  years  from  1892  to  1896 
inclusive.  This,  I consider,  a very  satisfactory  decrease  in  the 
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mortality  from  this  affection,  and  more  satisfactory  still,  that  it  is  the 
first  year  on  record  in  which  no  death  occurred  from  this  disease  in 
Beverley. 

Scarlet  Fever  we  have  always  with  us,  though  it  has  become 
much  milder  in  type  for  the  last  few  years,  and  although  70  cases 
were  reported  during  1900  and  1901,  it  is  more  than  satisfactory  to 
note  that  no  death  resulted  therefrom. 

Diphtheria  in  the  form  of  Croup  occasioned  four  deaths.  This  is 
a most  fatal  disease  in  Beverley,  the  mortality  from  which  is  almost 
cent,  per  cent.,  though  no  death  was  due  to  it  during  the  years  1898, 
1899,  and  1900. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  accounted  for  five  deaths  between 
them,  but  the  permissible  death  rate  from  these  diseases  is  well  within 
the  limit. 

The  mortality  from  Consumption  for  the  year  was  low,  being  less 
than  50  per  cent,  of  the  average,  and  the  death  rate  from  diseases  of 
the  Eespiratory  System,  other  than  Consumption,  was  also  much 
below  the  aversge. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  moi’tality  from  the  so-called  preventible 
diseases  duilng  the  past  five  years,  with  the  exception  of  Infantile  or 
Summer  Diarrhoea,  has  been  satisfactory.  For  some  years  now  your 
Committee  has  endeavoured  to  lessen  the  mortality  from  this  disease 
by  the  more  efficient  collection  of  night-soil,  by  the  cleansing  and 
disinfection  of  the  different  courts  and  alleys  of  the  town  during  the 
summer  months,  and  also  by  the  issue  of  hand-bills  giving  clear  and 
simple  instructions  as  regards  the  feeding  of  infants.  During  the  year 
1900  the  sale  of  sterilized  milk  was  introduced  into  the  Borough,  but, 
unfortunately,  this  was  not  patronised  as  it  deserved  to  be.  In  my 
opinion  another  attempt  should  be  made  to  popularise  the  sale  of  this 
milk  in  the  diarrhoeal  months  of  the  year,  and,  for  this  purpose,  it 
would  be  advisable  if  the  Corporation  subsidised  the  venture,  so  that 
the  milk  could  be  sold  at  a merely  nominal  price.

The  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year  was  68  as 
against  81  in  the  previous  year,  and  an  average  of  64  during  the 
previous  seven  years.  The  notifications  received  were  as  follows, 
viz  : — Scarlet}  Fever  28,  Typhoid  Fever  26,  Diphtheria  7,  and  Ery- 
sipelas 7.

TYPHOID  FEYER. 

Twenty-six  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  reported  during  the  year, 
none  of  which  proved  fatal.  These  cases  occurred  in  22  households, 
in  three  of  which  were  multiple  cases.

Owing  to  the  notification  of  these  cases  the  following  Sanitary 
precautions  were  enabled  to  be  taken  : — 

Isolation  was  carried  out  as  far  as  it  was  possible  to  do 
so  in  four-roomed  cottages,  where  most  of  the  cases 
occurred. 

Disinfectants  were  freely  distributed,  and  pails  for  the 
collection  of  the  dejecta  from  the  patients  were 
supplied  and  emptied  daily. 

Each  household  was  likewise  supplied  with  a handbill 
giving  concise  instructions  regarding  the  nature  of 
the  disease,  isolation,  and  disinfection. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  reported  was  28  as  against  44  in  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  an  average  of  26  during  the  past  seven  years.  No 
death  was  due  to  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year. 


MEASLES. 

Tw  deaths  were  due  to  Measles  as  compared  with  six  in  1900. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Three  deaths  were  due  to  the  above  disease  as  against  one  in  the 
previous  year. 
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DIPHTHERIA  AND  CROUP. 


Seven  cases  of  the  above  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
four  of  which  proved  fatal.

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SANITATION.

The  following  is  an  Account  by  the  Borough  Surveyor  of  the 
work  done  under  the  above  heading  during  the  year ; — 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  has  been  good. 

There  has  been  a marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  complaints  as  to  smells 
arising  from  the  Manholes,  which  may  be  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  about 
8,262,000  gallons  of  water  have  been  discharged  through  the  ten  flushing  tanks  in 
connection  with  the  main  sewers. 

A sewer  ventilating  shaft  has  been  fixed  on  Holland  House,  Eegister  Square. 

The  work  of  having  properly  trapped  earthenware  gullies  substituted  for  those 
found  to  he  defective  still  continues. 

The  five  cottages  in  the  rear  of  Mr.  Jonas  Taylor’s  property  in  Keldgate  have 
been  demolished  and  removed,  and  a most  beneficial  improvement  has  been  effected 
by  adding  the  sites  upon  which  these  cottages  formerly  stood  to  the  yards  of  the 
front  cottages,  and  in  having  the  privies  in  connection  therewith  rebuilt  as  far  as 
practicable  from  the  dwellings. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  has  recently  been  over-hauled  and  re-painted,  and  is 
now  ready  for  immediate  use  should  occasion  arise. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

No  cases  of  Small-Pox  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital  during  the 
year. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  markets  have  been  regularly  inspected,  but  no  meat,  fish, 
fruit,  or  vegetables  have  been  condemned  during  the  year  as  unfit  for 
food.  Samples  should  be  periodically  taken  under  tliis  Act  and  sub- 
mitted for  analysis. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

Sixteen  samples  under  this  Act  were  sent  by  Supt.  Knight  to  be

FLUSHING,  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  DISINFECTANTS. 

Disinfectants  are  freely  and  gratuitously  distributed  to  all  who 
require  them,  and,  when  necessary,  house  drains  are  flushed  daily 
with  disinfectants,  especially  in  households  attacked  with  Enteric 
Fever. 


THE  COLLECTION  OF  NIGHT-SOIL. 

The  systematic  collection  of  night-soil  in  the  Borough  is  a monthly 
one,  except  where  pails  have  been  substituted  in  lieu  of  privies,  in 
which  case  the  pails  are  emptied  weekly.  Although  this  system  is 
much  superior  to  the  haphazard  method  which  was  the  custom  a few 
years  since,  it  is  nevertheless  far  from  being  satisfactory,  and  I am 
afraid  it  cannot  be  made  so,  until  pails  or  the  water  cari’iage  system 
1 where  applicable)  has  replaced  the  privy-middeir  system  which  at 
present  exists  in  Beverley. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

At  present  there  are  four  registered  houses  in  the  Borough, 
affording  accommodation  for  160  lodgers.  The  cubical  space  allowed 
for  each  individual  is  three  hundred  cubic  feet.  Two  of  the  houses 
have  been  recently  built  and  are  well  adapted  for  the  purposes  they 
serve.  The  other  two  are  old,  the  rooms  small,  ill  ventilated,  and 
badly  lighted,  rendering  them  unsuitable  for  the  purpose  of  lodging 
houses. 

These  houses  are  regularly  and  carefully  inspected  by 
Superintendent  Knight,  and  there  was  no  overcrowding  or  case  of 
infectious  disease  in  any  of  them  during  the  year. 


HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASS,  1900. 

Twelve  houses  were  condemned  under  the  above  Act  during  the 
year,  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Five  of  these  situate  in 
Taylor’s  Yard,  Keldgate,  have  been  pulled  down,  thereby  increasing 
the  air  space  and  improving  the  sanitary  surroundings  of  the  adjacent 
houses. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  MR.  TOM  WATSON,  VETERINARY  INSPECTOR,  ON 
THE  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT. 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act, 
within  the  Borough  during  the  past  year. 

I am  pleased  to  Jstate  that  at  the  present  time,  with  one  slight  exception,  the 
Town  is  quite  free  from  any  Contagious  Disease. 

Swine-fever  has  been  the  only  disease  we  have  had  to  contend  with. 

During  1901  ten  supposed  outbreaks  were  reported,  and  upon  investigation,  seven 
of  these  proved  to  be  Swine-fever,  which  necessitated  the  slaughter  of  six  pigs,  all 
of  which  were  suffering  from  the  disease. 

Three  of  these  outbreaks  occurred  in  pigs  which  had  come  from  the  County  of 
Norfolk,  and  no  doubt  they  had  contracted  the  disease  before  they  arrived  in 
Beverley.  Two  outbreaks  occurred  on  premises  in  which  the  disease  previously 
existed,  white  in  the  remaining  two  cases,  the  cause  was  difficult  to  trace,  as  the  pigs 
were  bred  in  the  Borough,  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  were  in  fairly 
good  condition. 

This  is  an  increase  of  the  number  of  outbreaks  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  but  just  the  same  as  1899.

In  connection  with  these  seven  outbreaks,  I have  had  to  close  the  premises  of  28 
different  owners  for  a period  of  28  days,  they  having  had  pigs  that  have  been  iii 
contact  with  the  diseased  ones. 

This  year  the  Board  of  Agriculture  has  made  a different  arrangement  in  regard 
to  the  slaughter  of  pigs  in  connection  with  Swine-fever.  Previously  when  a case  of 
Swine-fever  occurred,  all  the  animals  on  the  premises  were  slaughtered,  now  they 
only  slaughter  the  visibly  and  actually  diseased  ones,  and  allow  the  others  to  die  or 
get  well. 

This  I consiiler  a mistake  on  their  part  as  it  leaves  a centre  of  disease  from  which 
it  might  easily  spread  to  other  places. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS  REPORT. 

In  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  I beg  to  state  I 
have  inspected  them  monthly  and  am  pleased  to  say  that  they  are  kept  in  good  order, 
and  in  the  majority  of  cases  exceptionally  clean. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  56  Cowkeepers  or  Milksellers  on  the  Register,  and 
290  Cows. 

This  is  a decrease  of  two  in  the  number  of  Milksellers,  while  the  number  of 
Cows  remains  the  same. 

I should  like  to  point  out  to  the  Committee  that  a number  of  the  Cowsheds  arc 
Wood  buildings,  which  were  built  before  the  Dairies  and  Milkshops  Order  of  1896, 
came  into  operation,  and  in  future  it  would  be  advisable  only  to  allow  Brick  buildings 
to  be  built  for  that  purpose. 

I mentioned  in  my  Report  for  1900  that  a large  quantity  of  milk  comes  into  the 
Borough  from  the  Country  districts,  and  1 am  pleased  to  state  that  the  Rural  District 
Council  is  compelling  the  Milksellers  to  register  their  premises,  and  they  are  now 
under  inspection. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION. 

In  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  Meat  Inspection,  I beg  to  continue  my 
congratulations  to  the  Butchers  on  the  quality  of  the  Cattle  they  slaughter  for  food, 
as  the  meat  killed  generally  is  of  the  highest  quality.  If  the  Butchers  find  anything 
at  all  suspicious  they  immediately  send  for  me. 


1 have  visited  the  Butcher’s  shops  and  Slaughterhouses  four  and  five  times 
weekly,  and  have  examined  the  Carcases  of  1,496  Beasts  and  Calves,  3, .394  Sheep  and 
Lambs,  and  1,243  Pigs,  total  6,133  Carcases. 

In  September,  I seized  the  Carcase  of  a Heifer  which  was  badly  affected  with 
Tuberculosis,  and  which  was  cremated. 


During  the  year  1 detected  two  slight  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  one  occurring  in  a 
Cow  and  the  other  in  a Heifer,  in  both  cases  the  ])arts  affected  were  the  I)ia])hragm, 
from  which  I removed  the  diseased  parts,  and  this  left  the  Carcase  perfectly 
v/holesome  and  fit  for  food.
